regions of India , on a more scientific , efficient and economic 
basis and for matters connected therewith or incidental thereto . 

WHEREAS a Bill to provide in the public interest for the acquisition and 
transfer of the power transmission systems of the three companies and the 
right, title and interest of those companies in the power transmission system 
situated in different parts of India , with a view to developing the National 
Power Grid to ensure transmission of power , within and across the different 
regions of India , on a more scientific, efficient and economic basis and for 
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matters connected therewith or incidental thereto , was introduced in the House 
of the People , but has not been passed ; 


AND WHEREAS Parliament is not in sesion and the President is satisfied 
that circumstances exist which render itecessary for him to take immediate 
aotion to eftcell to the provisions of the said Bil ; 


Now , THEREFORE , in anercise of the powers conferred by chanso ( 1 ) of 
article 123 of the Constitution , the President is pleased to promulgate the 
following Ordinance :---

(2 ) Unless otherwise expressly provided by this Ordinance, all deeds, 
bonds, guarantees (other than guarantees given by the Government of India ),
